The following Extra& of fevcrai Letters written 
from the Louifiana to France in the Menths of 
November and December, 1718, containing 
fome Account of that Country, has been made 
publick in the News Papers. 

Ouifiana is a Country of a far greater Extent 
than France itfelf. The River Miffiffipi rans 
through it the Length of 860 Leagues before it 

‘difcharges itfelf into the Sea, andis asfit for Na- 

-.vigation as any River in Europe, the Danube not 

excepted, Nothing almoft is wanting‘ in that 

Country, but jindaftrious People, and Numbets 

of Hands to work ; for the Inhabitants, though 

-able enough, fhew no great Dilpofition to a 

ing or trading, and think Hanting and Fithi 

fofficient Means for fupplying them with Food a 

Rayment, giving themfelves no further Care. 

The Climate is very mild and temperate, the 

greateft Heats there never exceeding thofe that are 

felt in France during the Dog Days, nor do thofe 

‘Heats Jaft longer than from io in the Morning 

till 3 in the Afternoon. The Soil piperalls fpeak- 

ing is fertile, for it produces of it felf Fruits, 
more tafteful than thofe of France, though the 

Trees are not gtafted. There is a great Quantity 

of Medicinal and Garden Herbs and Simples, 

which for their Virtue and Goodnefs are not infesi- 
or to any in other Countries: The many great 

Woods which are in that Country abound with wild 

Beafts, as Horfes, Buffaloes, and Cows,which how- 

ever do no Harm, but run away at the Sight of 

Men, The French Inhabitants have taken feveral 

of them, and having made them tame, make ule 

of them for their Work. Fow!ls of all Kinds are 

‘in fuch Plenty, that they fell very cheap; fome 

catch them alive, and let them run among the 

Poultry in their Yards. The native Indians at 

fir were afraid of the Europeans, being of Opi- 

nion they defigned to kill them, or make Slavs 


after the Lotteries are drawn. 


of them, like the Negroes in Mexico and Peru; 
but they have fince laid afide that Fear, and live 
peaceably among the French, and faithfully deal 
with them, who on the other Hand.are under no 
Manner of Apprehenfion from the Indians to that 
Degree, that bad they not been accuftomed in Eu- 
ropeto fhut their Houfes at Night, there would 
be no Occafion for doing it in theic Colonies. The 
Mountains, efpecially on the upper Part of the 
Miffiffipi River, contain much Gold and Silver 
Oar, befides other Minerals, as Copper, Lead, and 
Quickfilver ; the Natives make no great Diftin€tion 
between thofe Metals ; they buy, or rather give in 
Barter for European Goods, viz. for Axes, Hat- 
chets, Looking glaffes, and other things, Pieces of 
Gold, which in their Language they call yellow 
Copper. The Planters whom the Company have 
already tranfported thither from France, have be- 
gun to build a Town called New Orleans, which 
is to be the Capital-of all the Louifiana : There 
are already 600 Houfes in it, andto cach Houfe 
are affigned 120 Acres of Land for the Support 
of the Family living in it. According to the 
Platform that has been marked out, that Town is 
to be a League in Compafs: It is firuate on the 
Bank of the Miffifipi River, and being nog fare 
from the Sea, is to be the Staple of the Trade, 
and the Refidence of the Regency, and chief Of- 
ficers of the’ Company.
